Allies Kindly Toward Russia 


A statement of the allied war aims, 
which impliedly constitutes an answer 
the German overtures to the Bol-. 
1 is under consideration by the 
The idea of waiting 
until the German terms are communi- 
cated in some formal- way through a 
neutral nation has been abandoned. 
It is clear, also, that the allied gov- 
ernments are no longer 80 averse to 
recognizing the Bolsheviki, and if the 
Russian constituent assembly of its 
own free will accepts the Bolshevik 
administration as a constitutional gov- 
ernment its recognition is almost in- 
evitable. 
The methods of Lenine and Trotzky 
are considered unforgivable. Their be- 
trayal of their own country and its 
allies was a flagrant crime against hu- 
manity, but there seem to be a /feel- 
ing growing here that they are not 
conscious or corrupt traitors but un- 
governable fanatics, acting according 
to their honest maniacal delusions. 
Their handling of the Brest-Litovsk 
negotiations is responsible for this 
lenient view, although their record in- 
Cieates that they are capable of any 
atrocity—even of sacrificing their own 
country—rather than surrender the 
power they have grasped. — 


Arthur Henderson, former labor rep- 
resentative in the war cabinet and the 
government's delegate to Petrograd, 
discussed the Russian situation today. 
“ We were six months too late. I gave 
the cabinet my advice six months ago, 
and they would not take it,” he said. 
He thinks that if the Bolsheviki and 
the central powers could reach an 
agreement the entente governments 
should take the terms arrived at into 
serious consideration and 
compare then with their own.

: (Livy, Book æhu., Chapter 28.) ; 

Lucius Aimilius Paulus, a Roman Consul, who had 
been selected to conduct the war with the Macedo- 
nians, B. C. 168, went out from the Senate house into 
the assembly of the people and addressed them as 
follows: 

“ Th every cirelé, and truty, at every table, there are 
people who lead armiés into Macedonia; who know 
where the camp ought to be placed; what posts ought 
to de occupied by troops: when and through what 


pass Macédonia should be entered; where niagasines! 


should be formed: how provisions should be conveyed 
by land and sea; and when it is proper to engage the 
enemy, when to lie quiet, And they not only determine 
what is best to be done, but if anything is done in 
any other manner than what they have pointed out, 
they arraign the consul, as if he were on trial. These 
are great impediments to those who have the manage- 
ment of affairs; för everyone cannot encounter inju- 
rious reports with the same constancy and firmness 
of mind as Fabius did, who chose to let his own 
authority be diminished through the folly of the 
people rather than to mismanage the public business 
with a high reputation. I am not one of those who 
think that the commanders ought never to receive 
advice; on the contrary, I deem that man more proud 
than wise who did everything of his own single 
judgment. What, then, is my opinion? That com- 
manders should be counseled, chiefly, by persons of 
known talent; by those, especially, who are skilled in 
the art of war, and who have been taught by expe- 
rience; and next, by those who are present at the 
scene of action, who see the coul ‘ry, who see the 
enemy; Who see the advantages that occasions offer, 
and who, embarked, as it were, in the same ship, are 
sharérs of the danger. If, therefore, anyone thinks 
himself qualified to give advice respecting the war 
which I am to conduct, which may prove advanta- 
geous to the public, let him not refuse his assistance 
to the state, but let him come with me into Mace- 
donia. He will be furnished by me with a ship, a 
horse, a tent; and even with his traveling charges. 
‘But if he thinks this too much trouble, and prefers 
the repose of a city life to the toils of war, let him 
not, on land, assume the office of a pilot. The city, in 
itself, furnishes abundance of topics for conversation ;

Ninth in preserving order in Springfield. 
The Eleventh had only about three 
weeks’ training. Each of these regi- 
ments have less than one-fourth the re- 
quired number of men for war service 
(a large per cent of which would not 
bass the federal physical test) and 
4 full list of officers. The state appro- 
priated $750,000 to train and equip these 
regiments for ney duty in the 
State during the war, and it looks like 
petty politics to attempt to use Lat 
money to gain commissions for some 170 
men for war service abroad and leave
